One of the many mandates of the Energy Policy Act of 2005 
calls for oil companies to increase the amount of ethanol 
mixed with gasoline. 



Did you know that ethanol contains water that distillation 
cannot remove? This can cause major damage to automo¬ 
bile engines not specifically designed to bum ethanol. 



The water content of ethanol risks pipeline corrosion and 
must be shipped by truck, rail car or barge. These shipping 
methods are far more expensive than pipelines. 


Ethanol is 20 - 30% less efficient than gasoline, making 
it more expensive per highway mile. It takes 450 pounds 
of corn to produce the ethanol to fill one SUV tank. That’s 
enough com to feed one person for a year. Did you know 
that it takes more than one gallon of fossil fuel - oil and 
natural gas - to produce one gallon of ethanol? Don’t for¬ 
get the fossil fuel used to plant the com, fertilize it, harvest 
it, and truck it to the ethanol producers. It also takes 1,700 
gallons of water to produce one gallon of ethanol. 

Ethanol is so costly that it wouldn’t make it in a free market. 
That’s why Congress has enacted major ethanol subsidies, 
about $1.05 to $1.38 a gallon, which is really a tax on us, 
the consumer. In reality, there’s a double tax - one in 
the form of ethanol subsidies and another in the form of 
handouts to corn farmers to the tune of $9.5 billion in 2005 
alone. Almost makes me wish I were a com farmer. 


products made from corn, such as cereals. As a result of 
higher demand for com, other grain prices such as soybean 
and wheat have risen dramatically. Don’t forget the USA is 
the world’s largest grain 
producer and exporter, 
which means that the 
ethanol-induced higher 
grain prices will have 
a worldwide impact 
on food prices. We’re 
seeing that now. We’re 
also paying more for 
that now at the grocery store. 

It’s easy to understand how the public, looking for cheaper 
gasoline, can be taken in by the call for increased ethanol 
usage. But politicians, com farmers and ethanol producers 
know they are running a cruel hoax on the American con¬ 
sumer. They are in it for the money. Our money. The top 
leader in the ethanol hoax is Archer Daniels Midland (ADM), 
the country’s largest producer of ethanol. Ethanol produc¬ 
ers like ADM, and the farm lobby, have pressured farm 
state congressmen into believing that it would be political 
suicide if they didn’t support subsidized ethanol production. 
That's the stick, and campaign contributions play the role of 
the carrot. We’re being robbed. Big Time. 

The ethanol hoax is an excellent example of a problem 
economists refer to as narrow, well-defined benefits versus 
widely dispersed costs. It pays the ethanol lobby to orga¬ 
nize and collect money to grease the palms of politicians 
willing to do their bidding because there’s a large benefit for 
them - higher wages and profits. The millions of gasoline 
consumers, us, who fund the benefits through higher fuel 
and food prices, as well as taxes, are uninformed and have 
very little clout. After all, who do you think a politician will 
invite into his congressional or White House office to sit 
down and have a heart-to-heart talk with - you or an Archer 
Daniels Midland executive? 

We have to start raising hell about this...NOW!

Ethanol Facts - 
You Be the Judge 

• The United States grew 13 billion bushels of corn in 
2007. 

• 2.1 billion bushels, 16%, went to fuel our cars. 

• It takes 1 bushel of com to produce 2.8 gallons of 
ethanol, so these 2.1 billion bushels of com turned into 5.88 
billion gallons of ethanol. 



Ethanol production has driven up the prices of corn-fed • Another 10 percent of ethanol comes from imported cel- 

livestock products, such as beef, chicken and dairy, and 










lulosic (grass, fast growing trees or woodchips), or Brazilian 
sugar cane to total 6.5 billion gallons of ethanol produced 
in 2007. 

• Corn prices have hovered at $2.00 per bushel for 10 
years, since the 1996 farm bill. Since 2005, it has climbed 
to $3.50. 

• Ethanol production has been steadily climbing from 0.83 
billion gallons in 1987 to the 6.5 billion gallons in 2007 as 


• Com production has grown 
from 9 billion bushels in 1987 to 
13 billion bushels in 2007. 

• Of this increased 4 billion 
bushels between 1987 and 2007, 
2 billion of this increase went 
toward ethanol. 

• The other 2 billion bushels 
were mostly exported due to 
increased world demand resulting 
from a general worldwide growth 

in economy, and lack of supply due to worldwide drought. 

• Using very rough calculations, our use of food for fuel 
raised the price of a bushel of com $0.75. 


& the ethanol plant) and reports (depending on who's print¬ 
ing the report). 

• “Big Oil” against “Big Ethanol" produced a report showing 
for every BTU of fossil fuel used to create ethanol, 0.58 
BTUs are produced (1:0.58). The report itself isn’t widely 
available and has been accused of being based on 22-year 
old data. 

• The agriculture industry presents a report by the Institute 
for Local-Self Reliance in 1995. Excluding sunlight, which 
is free, for every BTU (mostly fossil fuels) it takes to create 
ethanol, 1.38 BTUs are produced (1:1.38). 

• State of the art technology, once in production, and fu¬ 
ture use of cellulosic ethanol could increase the net energy 
product. Studies range widely between 1:2.56 and 1:10.31. 

• Ethanol has 23% less BTUs per gallon, but it has a 30% 
higher octane level. 

• The miles per gallon loss depends on your car; a high 
compression engine will do well. 

• Popular Mechanics reported that a 2005 Flexible Fuel 
Ford Taurus has a 15% reduction in mileage when using a 
mix of 15% ethanol in its gas (E85).

• This increase cost of com raises the value of the land it 
is grown on. It reduces the amount of room for other foods 
or animals, hence increases their value and cost to the 
consumer. 

• Between 2005 and 2007, the average Illinois (com belt) 
farmer’s earnings increased from $39,000 to $172,000. 

• While many factors contribute to this earnings increase, 
the $1.50 per bushel was a significant help. 

• A farmer with 500 acres of land growing corn would 
produce about 75,000 bushels of com. Multiply the $1.50 
increase per bushel at no extra cost to the farmer, and he's 
up $112,500. 

• The U.S. uses 
9 million barrels 
of petroleum 
products per day 
for motor gas.

• After decades of hearing about the plight of the farmer 
(Farm Aid), it’s nice that they’ve hit it big. 

• 38% * 9% = 3.2% less dependency on gas for motor fuel 
is a start. 

• An economic stimulus starting with the farmer, and an 
actual product, is far better than a tax rebate with money 
that our government has to borrow. 

Economic Thought? 

• Bush policy requires a sharp growth in ethanol produc¬ 
tion, but the requirements are already easily met by the 
industry, partially due to government subsidizing. 

Cons: 

• Ethanol production is a major factor for the recent food 
price hikes. 

• Word hunger is causing riots in places like Haiti and 
Egypt. 

• The New York Times quoted Senator Grassley of Iowa in 
response to foreign criticism of ethanol: “You make ethanol 
out of corn. I bet if I set a bushel of corn in front of any of 
those delegates, not one of them would eat it." 

• Grassley’s quote sounds a lot like “Let them eat cake!" 









The Rise and Fall 
of SB1250 

It has been a long, painful road for Senate Bill 1250. 

Fueled by the vague and discriminatory terminology, “func¬ 
tional equivalent," along with a growing public awareness 
and understanding of the bill, Senators started switching 
sides from “aye” to “nay." Many Senators will tell you 


behind closed doors that they didn’t agree with the bill, but 
their hands were tied since so many of their constituents 
contacted them and insisted they vote yes on the bill.

The battle first arose on January 29th as UUPLAN and 
Equality Advocates joined forces for sexual minority rights. 
Just before their lobby day, we first heard of SB 1250. 



MCCLV Freedom to Marry Rally 


Ironically, on Valentine's Day, SB 1250 was referred to the 
Senate’s Judiciary committee. This day landed in Freedom 
to Marry week, and joint rallies were held in Lehigh Valley 
and Harrisburg. During the rallies several couples were 
turned down for marriage B 
licenses. 


Rainbow Rose Com¬ 
munity (RRC) formed 
in Lancaster, and grew 
quickly and powerfully 
with the help of many gay| 
friendly organizations in 
an area thought to be too 
conservative to support 
such a strong liberal 
voice. They held their 
first rally on March 9th.

March 17th, the Judiciary Committee of the Senate held a 
hearing with about one hundred observers pressing for the 
bill, and three opposed to it. The day after, the committee 
voted the bill along its way with a vote of ten to four. 



Penn State Marriage Ceremony 


Penn State and State College held their first Pride 
Celebration, including a commitment ceremony on March 
29th. While the plans for this were in the works prior to the 
introduction of SB 1250, the event spotlighted the issue, 
and presented four couples who made life long commit¬ 
ments in spite of what some churches and our state had to 
say about it. 


April 2nd, Panzee Press 
joined the battle with 
detailed coverage of the 
first hearing and vote. 

We conducted the One 
Sentence campaign, 
where many of you voiced 
your opinion, and a copy 
of your words went to all | 
legislators in both the Sen--' 
ate and the House. Our 
“1250 for Dummies" article* 
helped to bring attention 
to the issue and educate 
readers on the system, 
letting them know where i 
they could step in. 
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April 10th, after pressure from some wary Senators, and a 
conflict in terminology between SB 1250 and a Pittsburgh 
ordinance, a hearing was held in Pittsburgh, drawing atten¬ 
tion to the bill on the western side of the state. 










April 23rd, PA Diversity Network (PDN) of Lehigh Valley 
and Panzee Press joined forces to bring you a new format 
of the PDN Photo Project: 225 Same-Sex Couples Facing 
Inequality. PDN had started this project of couple years 
ago when a similar bill was brought up in legislation. We 
were able to use it to draw attention to SB 1250, and its 
opposition rallies. This special edition of Panzee, which put 
a face to the issue, was given to each Senator and House 
representative.

April 27th, many organizations got behind the wings of 
Rainbow Rose Community and pulled off a rally that 
drew Lancaster media attention. These organizations 
included: UUCL, ACLU, Equality Advocates PA, League of 
Humane Voters, PA Human Relations, Rainbow EqUUality 
Advocates, Lancaster Coalition Peace & Justice, Bruce 
Slater (US Senate 16th District Candidate), Students for a 
Democratic Society, First Reformed UCC, Value All Families 
Coalition, and Vision of Hope MCC. 


April 29th, the Appropria¬ 
tions Committee held their 
hearing in Harrisburg. This 
time around many more 
voices were there to oppose 
the bill. Senator Fumo 
spoke with passion and 
conviction as he compared 
today’s legislation to 
discrimination of the past, 
including slavery and the 
Holocaust. His challenge to 
provide one bit of evidence 
as to how this bill is corre¬ 
lated to the cause of its ad¬ 
vocates went unanswered. 

Fumo exaggerated his point that the majority isn't always 
right by stating that if a secret ballot were held, slavery 
would be put back in place. While quite controversial, his 
comments helped draw more attention to the issue. 



Monday, May 5th, 11:00 am, Equal¬ 
ity Advocates PA, Value All Families 
and Faith Coalition for PA Families 
provided a training session to a 
packed room on what to do during 
the upcoming vote, rally, and meet¬ 
ings with legislators. 

12:30 PM, May 5th, the Appro- ; 
priations Committee held their vote. 

Senators Logan and Fumo debated 
with Senators Greenleaf and Gord- 
ner. Logan sought certainty that the 
warnings of harmful ramifications to « c K 1 
foster children and elderly unmarried ^ODel 

couples could not occur. While of Equality 
Greenleaf attempted to brush these ArJ VO cates PA 
warnings aside, he admitted he 
was speaking as a lawyer advocating his position. Fumo 
pressed Gordner until Gordner admitted he would not argue 
the position that this bill is about discriminating against 
gays. Still, the committee voted the bill through eighteen 
to eight. These eight showed a significant change in tide 
compared to the previously forecasted three nay votes. 



At 1:00pm, in front of several news cameras and an 
estimated 500 very loud opponents of the bill, a parade of 
Senators, Representatives, and others, spoke out against 
the bill. Between speeches, the crowd roared “Stop this 
Bill!" They were loud enough to be heard in the office of 
every Senator and Representative. House majority lead¬ 
ers implied they would not move the bill if it did pass the 
Senate. 



May 5th’s Capitol Rally 
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It was the slow growth of attention from earlier campaigns 
and rallies that brought the media this time. That evening 
the discriminatory acts of the Senate were broadcast into 
living rooms throughout the state.

At about 6:30 PM, Tuesday, May 6th, word flew through 
the gay community of Pennsylvania: The Senate stated 
that SB 1250 had been tabled for many reasons that won’t 
change. One reason was that the House had indicated that 
they won't move it. It’s tabled, and could come back up, but 
since the House isn’t likely to have a change of heart, this 
bill is probably done. 

While political analysts predicted SB 1250 wouldn't make it 
through the House, no one thought the gay community (and 
their friends) would become so loud as to stop the bill in it’s 
tracks just prior to the Senate’s final steps. 

In the time it took the Republican led Senate to create the 
excuse that the Democrat led House wasn’t going to move 
the bill, they could have simply voted it through. If they 
had, the lack of response by the House would have been 
self-evident. So, why didn’t they have the full Senate vote? 
It’s likely that such a ruckus was made, it became clear that 
picking on the gays was no longer a viable option for cherry 
picking conservative votes without losing liberal votes. Had 
the Senators voted yes on a bill that’s been clearly labeled 
as discrimination, and well in the public eye, it would have 
hurt their chances against liberal challengers to their seats 
in November. If they voted no, they would be ignoring and 
turning on the special interest constituents who have the 
narrow-minded, ignorant viewpoints that the Senators claim 
to support. So they made this pathetic official statement 
that it’s the Democrat’s fault that the Republicans didn’t 
follow through with their own bill. 

The advocates of SB 1250 seem to believe that a straight 
guy ready to go out drinking and doing a few lines with 
his buddies will have second thoughts after he reads the 
Intellectual Journal, and learns that gays can’t get married. 
Once our putz reads the legislative decision, these SB 
1250 advocates believe he will call his girlfriend, check on 
the kid, and suddenly opt to marry her. With this brand of 
reasoning, I suppose these same people will believe it’s 
the House’s fault that the Senate didn’t follow through with 
their own bill. 

The big challenge for the opponents of SB 1250 was 
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to make such noise that our legislators would refrain 
from using this tactic again. The fact that SB 1250 was 
stopped dead in its tracks is a good indicator that this goal 
was reached. We won’t know for sure until next session 

After the May 5th rally, and before May 6th’s 
Senate decision to table SB 1250, this press 
release came from Babette Josephs’ office. 

Josephs spoke at the u Rally 
for All Families’'in the Capitol 
Rotunda and said that as chair¬ 
woman of the House State 
Government Committee, which 
is expected to receive the bill 
(S.B. 1250) from the Senate if 
it passes, she would give the 
bill the attention it deserves. 

In the last legislative session, 
a similar proposal, H.B. 2381, 
was referred to the same committee when Josephs served 
as minority chairwoman. 

I’ve said it before and I’ll say it again, I will oppose and 
continue to oppose anything that would restrict legal rights 
for Commonwealth citizens, ” reiterated Josephs. 

“Discrimination should not be written into our state constitu¬ 
tion. Pennsylvania does not need to treat gay and lesbian 
people as second-class citizens. We should value the life 
and contributions of all of our citizens; Pennsylvania should 
be a place where everybody wants to live, work and visit. 

u Philadelphia is proud of its top-quality workforce. Many 
companies in the city provide domestic partners of gay 
employees the same benefits as the spouses of married 
workers. I would hate to see the economic toll this legisla¬ 
tion would have on the city of Philadelphia and other 
forward-thinking cities across the state. Do we really want 
to gain a reputation for hostility toward gays and lesbians? 

“The State Government Committee continues to focus on 
forwarding to the full House legislation on issues that resi¬ 
dents have repeatedly said were a priority - measures that 
would create jobs, provide access to health care, improve 
education - legislation that can make a positive difference 
in the lives of all Pennsylvanians, ” she concluded. 


On Wednesday, May 8th, Michigan’s Supreme Court 
barred employers from providing domestic partner 
benefits. The decision was based on a perceived 
conflict with the amendment to their state consti¬ 
tution which defined marriage as one man and 
one woman and prohibited recognition of unions 
“for any purpose.” Regardless of this new ruling, 
Michigan employers already opted to not cover em¬ 
ployees' partners based on the amendment. During 
PA’s SB 1250 debate, many argued that there would 
be a threat to domestic partner benefits. Advocates 
of SB1250 insisted there was no such threat.

Moreover, I am not willing to let LGBT- 
type people tell me that I am not the right kind of queer, 
that I am not u gay u enough, or that I give LGBTpeople 
a bad name by my eccentric, “out-there" queer ways. 


I think that was well-worth going to the “horse’s mouth," 
ey? There is a prime example of someone who is 
happy with whom she is. No words will change her, 
and no boundaries can contain her. 


On the other hand...(and this is where it gets fun)...the 
term “queer” has been making a comeback lately. 

After conducting many searches on the Internet, 
and just asking other people I know (or sometimes 
not), I have come to the conclusion that that word 
“queer” means many different things to many different 
people. Hell, it can mean different things to the same 
person, depending on their mood or level of alcohol 
intoxication. 

Here are some examples of what I got...a gay man, 
homosexual, unusual, eccentric, f@#$ weird (that was 
from a straight guy), abnormal, odd, and some other 
not-so-nice words.

Dear Panzee, 

The Central Penn Business Journal posed this question, 
to which follows my reply. Given your interest in SB 1250, 
and the immediate impact this bill has on our community, I 
though it was timely for you and Panzee readers as well. 
Question: 

Should Pennsylvania pass House Bill 1400, which would 
prohibit discrimination on the basis of sexual orientation and 
gender identity? 

Your comments: 

Why wouldn’t the House pass such a bill? People who 
wish to be able to discriminate, for any reason, are just 
acting out of fear...fear of the unknown, fear of differences. 
Everyone has a right to be protected, under the law. Right 
now people can be discriminated against for their sexual 
orientation and gender identity, which, more often than not, 
translates to discrimination against the gay or transgen- 
dered communities.

Capital Region 
Stonewall Democrats 



0 With all the focus on Hillary 
Clinton and Barack Obama 
during last month’s Penn¬ 
sylvania primary, you may 
have missed this piece of 
election news: In the 163rd 
State House District (located 
Kevin Lee just west of Philadelphia), an 
openly gay man, Kevin Lee, won a resounding 
victory over his primary election opponent by 
a margin of 59 percent to 41 percent. He will 
now face a conservative, thirty-year incumbent 
in the November election. 

Kevin is seeking to become the first openly 
LGBT person to serve in the Pennsylvania Leg¬ 
islature. We are one of only seventeen states 
to never have had an openly LGBT person in 
their legislature. Even Alabama, Arkansas, and 
Oklahoma elected LGBT candidates in 2006, 
and if those three “red states" can do it, surely 
Pennsylvania is ready. 

Kevin has been endorsed by the Gay & Lesbian 
Victory Fund, the nation’s largest LGBT political 
action committee, and the only national orga¬ 
nization dedicated to increasing the number 
of openly LGBT elected officials at all levels of 
government. Here is some of what the Victory 
Fund has to say about Kevin: 

“Looked upon as a rising star in Pennsylvania 
Democratic politics, Kevin Lee was appointed 
to the Lansdowne Borough Council in 2004 
and was reelected in 2005. He was immedi¬ 
ately approached to run for the Pennsylvania 
State House of Representatives.. During his 
tenure on the Lansdowne Borough Coun¬ 
cil, Lee passed one of Pennsylvania’s first 
domestic partnership benefit programs for 
borough employees. He is also a Gay and 
Lesbian Leadership Institute Harvard Fellow, 
where he impressed several colleagues at 


the John F. Kennedy School of Government 
Program. While the current incumbent has 
been a member of the State House since 1978, 
his antiquated ideas and leadership no longer 
reflect the best interests of his district. As a 
health care worker, Lee recognizes the hard¬ 
ships that working families face to make ends 
meet and still obtain affordable health care for 
their children.” 

There will be a lot of LGBT-specific legisla¬ 
tion brought up in Harrisburg next year, both 
positive (a bill to ban workplace, housing and 
financial discrimination on the basis of actual or 
perceived sexual orientation or gender identity 
or expression) and negative (the so-called 
“Marriage Protection Amendment”). You can’t 
understate the importance of having one of 
our own on the floor of the House, where he 
can look his colleagues right in they eye as he 
speaks up for equality. Just as Wisconsin’s 
Tammy Baldwin and Massachusetts’ Barney 
Frank represent all LBGT Americans in the 
United States Congress, Lansdowne’s Kevin 
Lee can represent all LGBT Pennsylvanians in 
the State House. 

In a survey conducted by the Capital Stonewall 
Dems a few months ago, people told us that 
their highest political priority - by far - was 
electing LGBT candidates to office. So here 
now is your chance to help. Go to www.Kevin-

Uly Big Sin!

Coming of age in the Christian Church, I 
used to think my biggest sin was my sexual orientation. I 
am well aware of the Christianity “take” on homosexuality. 
My opinion is that Christianity will never forgive me for 
being a gay man, and I, likewise, never intend to forgive 
them for their perversions of Christian texts. It’s the 
ultimate stalemate. Nevertheless, in my thirty-some 
years on this planet, I have managed to find an even 
bigger sin than that of homosexuality. This sin has 
even the liberal Christians upset with me. According 
to some, the ultimate sin a Christian can commit is to 
attend a Unitarian Church! 

On the Sunday after PrideFest last year, the 
Central Pennsylvania religious community held Spirits 
United, its first interfaith celebration. Everyone in 
attendance thought it was a wonderful service, and 
it was a great idea to bring people from all different 
religions together. After the service, my partner and I 
were talking with friends from the various churches we 
have attended over the years. The question of where 
we were presently attending church arose. We told 
them that we were checking out the Unitarian Church. 
Our involvement with Pride and Silent Witnesses had 
put us in contact with people from the Unitarian Church 
of Harrisburg (UCH), and we discovered that they were 
presenting a summer series on Gandhi and his thoughts 
on the “Seven Blunders that Lead to Violence. ” The 
topic sounded interesting, so we went to a UCH service. 
We were inspired by the first service, so we decided to 
go back and finish the series. We were shocked by 
comments we received from our friends. After attending 
an interfaith service, where we were celebrating our 
common bonds, a few people actually commented to us 
that the Unitarians were not Christian, and we needed 
to come back to a Christian Church. 

It is true. Unitarian Universalists are not 
necessarily Christian. Rather, they are a church with 
many theologies. They consist of a group of people who 
believe that “what each of us knows about god is a piece 
of the truth, ” and they seek for truth together, finding 
common ground to work towards love, peace, and social 
justice for all people. To my partner and me, it seemed 
like the Unitarians possessed a refreshing attitude in a 
world torn by the violence of radical religious groups. 
As religious extremists from multiple faiths each accuse 
the other of being the infidel, it is great to think that there 
is a place people could come together to share and 
celebrate their religious diversity. A place where nobody 
needs to be right or wrong, but everyone’s perspective 
can be shared, pondered, and lifted up. For my partner 
and me, it gives us hope for a brighter tomorrow. 

Despite the many blessings we have found by 
attending UCH, on what has now become a regular 

basis, we continue to be surprised at the reaction from 
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some of our Christian friends, who seem to view the 
move as us abandoning the flock. As I read the Bible, 
the God I discover among its pages is one of love, who 
is far more concerned with how we treat our fellow 
humankind, than what pew and church we are sitting in 
on any given Sunday morning. I was raised in a United 
Methodist Church that taught me how God created 
each of us and loved us very much. In response to 
God’s unconditional love, we were to try to be kind, nice, 
and loving to others. We were to try to care for the least 
of society, and as such, our church had a food bank, 
contributed leaders to a local youth program to keep 
kids off the street and hopefully out of trouble, frequently 
had groups going on mission trips to build/repair homes 
for the poor people in Appalachia, and supported our 
denomination’s committee on relief as they provided 
help to victims of both man-made and natural disasters. 
These were just some of the ways our moderately sized 
church in suburbia could help make the world a better 
place. 

In recent years, however, it seems Christianity 
has drifted from the principles of love, peace, and social 
justice. I know I tend to pick on conservative Christians, 
but authors such as Leon Howell in his book “United 
Methodism @ Risk: A Wake-Up Call” have pointed out 
how the Christian Church has drifted dangerously to 
the right, being taken To a place where diversity and 
tolerance and breadth of spirit are in short supply. ” 

As I write this, I’ve discovered that my views 
about God have not changed. I still cling to the ideas 
about God that my parents, Sunday school teachers, 
and pastor taught me. Over the years, my ideas of 
God have expanded, and my ability to express them 
has changed. However, the basic principle that God is 
about love, peace, harmony, and social justice has not 
changed. Unfortunately, what has changed is what the 
church is teaching about God. As Leon Howell points 
out in his book, diversity is not tolerated well among 
the loudest voices we are hearing from Christendom. 
While I did not change my basic principles about God, 
the leaders of the church seem to be telling me that 
my views are no longer Christian. It seems to me, that 
if the Christian church is going to be anything more 
than a noisy cymbal or clanging gong, it needs to get 
back to a more centralists message. The famous 
u Love Chapter” in the Bible (1 Corinthians 13) that is 
used today at many weddings was originally written 
to be instructions for how a community of faith could 
get along with each other. If Christianity wants to be 
taken seriously at the peace table, it would do well to 
review the “Love Chapter” and to look at the Unitarian 
Universalists Church. Theologies might be radically 
different, but the idea that people of diverse opinions on 
faith can come together is a lesson the Unitarians can 
teach many of the world's religions. After all, what can 
be more Christian than to be patient and kind, rather 
than envious, boastful, arrogant, rude, or insisting on 
your own way? Isn’t that what Jesus would do?

There arrives the moments of my life where, like many, I find myself listening to a friend explain the words or actions of 
some third party and the pain or emotional trauma the friend feels as a result. They explain the events in detail and reveal 
the confusion or lack of understanding that has caused their pain or trauma. 

Most often, my friend wishes only for empathy; they want some person separate from the situation to appreci¬ 
ate what has transpired and to legitimize the pain or trauma they're undergoing. On some occasions, though, their wish 
goes deeper - recognizing that their pain comes from a lack of understanding, they hope that by explaining the situational 
details I might offer some insight to the offending creature's underlying motivations. I find myself in these moments at my 
most repetitious, sensing very similar explanations behind the choices made by both parties, the particulars of the situation 
notwithstanding. 

I'm no soothsayer, of course, and before I put forth any explanation to my friend I confess that I am only 
capable of speculation. My repetitiousness, though, arises because “all things being equal, the simplest explanation is 
the most likely,” paraphrasing a general rule put forth by mathematician and philosopher William of Occam. (You might 
surprise yourself to find how often circumstances arise where “Occam’s Razor” can be used.) This "simplest explanation" 
behind tbe hurtful words or actions centers most often around one idea - something so pervasive, insidious and powerful 
that it winds its way through most every moment of our lives. 

Fear 

To aid my friend and give more than just my take on things, I often take a Socratic approach to my explana¬ 
tions, asking questions out loud and then working together to arrive at the answers. My hope here is that the exercise 
might possibly equip them for the next moment they’re feeling hurt and I'm not there to help. Give a man a fish and feed 
him for a day; teach a man to fish and feed him for a lifetime. I pose questions I would ask myself about the situation, 
and walk with them through each possible explanation to examine its efficacy. We don’t stumble on specifics - the 
“what," “where" and “when” of the offending situation rarely eludes us. The “WHY" of things, though, typically presents a 
more arduous and uncertain path; this is where Occam’s Razor can become our guide. At its most fundamental, we can 
answer, “Why did this person say or do this hurtful thing?" with that one confounding and motivating word - fear. Time and 
again, I’ve found myself saying to others, “It’s hardly ever what people say or do - it’s the ‘why’ behind their choices that 
vex us." We stand a greater chance to clarify that vexation, then, if we consider how that person’s fears may have driven 
their choices. 

We are each, after all, just trying to live our lives and be happy (as I’m often wont to say). “Being happy" in 
this grand context typically includes being safe, secure, stable, and maintaining control over our lives. It stands to reason, 
then, that the LOSS of these virtues - feeling less safe, less secure, less stable, and with less control in our lives - would 
be a thing to fear. It also stands to reason that these are common goals of happiness, and thus common fears among us 
all, ourselves included. 

We can therefore speculate - “speculation" repeated for emphasis - that the offending party’s words or ac¬ 
tions are driven by some internal fear. We can conclude a likelihood of this but we cannot be certain of it, for there is very 
little in the world of which we can be certain. Regardless of this lack of certainty, though, we can take comfort in consider¬ 
ing the likelihood of fear-driven activity because it gives us a greater understanding of a person’s motivations, and thus a 
greater propensity for forgiveness. If we can consider that a person is motivated by a desire to maintain their happiness, 
we can find a common ground between them and us...for we ourselves are similarly motivated. Could there be a lack of 
consideration by the offending party? Certainly. But if that person, like ourselves, is simply frightened over the potential 
loss of one of those virtues (safety, etc.) then they are JUST LIKE US, and thus worthy of forgiveness. 

This consideration can also be helpful in removing any sense that their actions are driven by their specific 
regard for us as individuals - in other words, we can see that their actions or words are NOT PERSONAL. If some person 
says or does something to offend or hurt me, I find it very likely that their words or actions are fear-driven behaviors and 
NOT because of a personal attack against me. This helps me reduce and possibly eliminate the impact of their choices on 
my internal sense of worthiness and value. The more I might perceive other’s choices as driven by their regard for me as 
a person, the more likely my self-worth will be impacted. But if I can eliminate that by considering their choices as merely 
driven by their own fears, then my self-worth continues without impediment. 

At each moment in our lives, there is “that which we want" and “that which we don’t want." The more we get 
what we want, the greater our happiness. FEAR, then, is nothing more than the consideration that “what we don't want" 
might happen - the greater we perceive that likelihood, the greater our fear. This can help us not only understand the 
motivation of others, it can also help us better understand our own behavior and ourselves. Have you caught yourself 
wondering why you say or do certain things? Consider the possibility that you, like each of us, fear the lessening of your 
happiness, the loss of your safety, security, stability, and control. You are motivated to prevent this from happening (thus 
maintaining your level of happiness), and so it is that you, too, are motivated by fear. 

Fear-LESS living could well be an ideal, but extraordinarily difficult to achieve. It stands to reason that we 
might each do well to improve our own outlook, behavior, and consideration if we live with less fear...and more love.

No matter who wins the presidential election, it 
is quite clear that the big loser in campaign 08 is 
religion. By far, the most strident political voices 
have come from renegade reverends that seem 
a bit hot under the collar. These cantankerous 
characters (or caricatures) have transformed their 
houses of worship into a harbor of war ships with 
loose cannons lobbing invective into an otherwise 
serene national conversation. 

The most cloying of the clergy is Barack 
Obama's self-promoting preacher. Rev. Jeremiah 
A. Wright. While he claims to represent the inter¬ 
ests of African Americans, he may be remem¬ 
bered for giving a black eye to the black church, 
while sabotaging America's first legitimate 
African American presidential contender. 

Wright has clearly turned the sanctuary into a 
sanitarium. When I see him jumping around the 
pulpit and Happing his wings like a chicken, I 
want to call Colonel Sanders, so Wright's ridicu¬ 
lous routine will finally come home to roost. 

I'm half past fed up with hearing about how we 
should respect Wright and his ilk because he has 
an AIDS ministry and helps the poor. The good 
work that people do in life does not automatically 
negate the bad. For example. President Bush has 
helped fund the fight against AIDS in Africa.

At this point, the best thing this shameless 
shaman can do is continue stabbing his former 
parishioner in the back. The further apart they 
grow, the more difficult it will be for McCain to 
conflate the positions of Wright and Obama in 
political ads. 

While the eyes of the nation were focused on 
Wright's sinful spectacle, they largely ignored a 
stinging denunciation of gay unions by Hillary 



Clinton’s church. The United Methodists voted 
to uphold church law that says gay relationships 
are “incompatible with Christian teaching.” If 
there was a vote opposing interracial marriages 
on scriptural grounds, is there any doubt Clinton 
would leave her church? 

Clinton averted our gaze to her church’s bashing 
of gays by sending Chelsea on a gay pub-crawl 
in Philadelphia. While her daughter frolicked 
with bar patrons pounding shots - her church took 
pot shots at loving same-sex couples. It would 
have been refreshing if the possible Democratic 
standard-bearer, would have taken a stand against 
the gay double standard and left her church. 

Of course, the “liberal media” has been so 
consumed with the Democratic demolition derby, 
that they barely noticed radical reverends on the 
right. Now that Rev. Jerry Falwell has departed, 
McCain has latched onto Rev. John Hagee to 
prove his conservative credentials. Hagee has 
called the Roman Catholic Church the “the great 
whore of Babylon.” 

Hagee also believes that God spawned Hurricane 
Katrina to stop a “homosexual parade there |New 
Orleans] on the Monday that Katrina came.” This 
messianic meteorologist/madman appears twice 
daily on Trinity Broadcasting network, which 
reaches 75 million homes. As New York Times 
columnist Frank Rich saliently points out, “any 
12-year-old with a laptop could have vetted this 
preacher in 30 seconds, tops.” Unfortunately, 
McCain's crass political needs, trump Hagee's 
dirty deeds and the worrisome words he imparts 
to millions of worshippers. 
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And, of course, we must not forget Rev. Pat Rob¬ 
ertson endorsing the multiple marriage machine. 
Rudy Giuliani, during his ill-fated campaign. The 
700 Club host once predicted that natural disas¬ 
ters would destroy Orlando if the city flew gay 
pride flags. He also - along with Falwell - tried 
to blame 911 on gays, abortion practitioners and 
the ACLU. 

While the politicians have worked diligently to 
appear mainstream, the pugnacious preachers 
have done nothing but sell the candidates - and 
the religions they represent - down the river. 

It remains to be seen whether Clinton. Obama 
or McCain will ultimately benefit or suffer from 
their affiliations with ranting reverends. However, 
this circus-like exhibition (or, in Wright’s case, 
theological exhibitionism) may have a lasting 
impact on America’s image of religion. 


The rhetorical inanity combined with the scrip¬ 
tural insanity is nothing short of a theological 
calamity. I can’t imagine the next generation 
drawing inspiration from this clerical confla¬ 
gration. Far from appearing as if they stand on 
hallowed ground, these ministers of mindless, 
hollow madness are driving civility and common 
decency into the ground. 

Basking in the warm glow of the election spot¬ 
light, these pastors must feel quite popular. I’m 
willing, however, to bet they will ultimately lose 
the popular vote, as today’s youth eventually 
walk out in droves and find churches where bile 
doesn't come with the Bible.

Politically.. •Business from PA Senate 

HARRISBURG, May 6, 2008 - With proponents of a proposed constitutional 
amendment on marriage claiming that they are not attempting to discriminate 
against gays but merely to protect the sanctity of the marital institution, state 
Sen. Vince Fumo (D-Philadelphia) intends to offer an amendment that would 
outlaw the dissolution of most marriages in Pennsylvania. 

Fumo will propose his measure when the Senate considers SB 1250, which 
would amend the state constitution to say that only the union of one man and 
one woman would be recognized as a marriage or the functional equivalent of 
marriage. That debate could occur today. 

“Listening to the supporters and advocates for SB 1250, they tell me that their goal is not to hurt any 
group of people, but to protect the valuable yet beleaguered institution of marriage. In my view, there is 
no greater threat to families and to marriage than the high divorce rate in our society. So if we truly want 
our Constitution to guard the institution of marriage, we should focus on keeping those marital unions 
together,” Fumo said. 

His change to SB 1250 would prohibit divorce except when specific causes are present. 

Fumo will propose inserting the following language into the bill: 

“No law permitting the dissolution of marital status shall be valid except in the case of willful and mali¬ 
cious desertion, cruel and barbarous treatment of a spouse, endangerment of the life or health of a spouse, 
a bigamous marriage or imposition of such indignities as to render a spouse's condition intolerable and 
life burdensome.” 

Fumo has opposed SB 1250 on the grounds that it embeds discrimination into the state Constitution by 
taking away the rights of some citizens based on their sexual orientation. Constitutions, he has argued, 
are documents to protect the rights of all people, especially minorities, from the potential tyranny of the 
majority. 

He considers the language in SB 1250 that excludes same-sex couples from not only marriage but also 
“the functional equivalent of marriage” as a threat to other legal rights. He voted against the legislation 
on Monday when it was reported from the Senate Appropriations Committee on an 18-8 vote. 

Senate passage of SB 1250 would be only the first step on a long path toward including it in the Constitu¬ 
tion. It would also have to pass the House of Representatives in this session, and then pass the Senate 
and House again during the two-year legislative session that will begin in January of 2009, and then be 
approved by a majority of the voters of the state in a referendum. 

Fumo is twice divorced.

Shock to 
the System: 

A Donald Stra- 
chy Mystery 

For the second 
movie in the 
series based 
on the novels 
of Richard 
Stevenson, 
this chapter 
delivered more of a punch than the 
first. The acting was more natural and 
the material more engaging. The story 
revolves around gay sleuth Donald 
Strachey, played by Chad Allen, and 
his search for the killer of a new client, 
Paul Hale. Paul’s involvement with 
an ex-gay group led by a question¬ 
able shrink becomes the focus of the 
investigation. 

The scene near the beginning when 
Strachey’s head pops up from between 
his boyfriend's legs is rather hot, but 
is nothing compared to the hot bodies 
in the locker room where our detective 
tracks down Paul’s confidant. 

The emotionally heaviest segments 
deal with Strachey's past in the army 
and his wondering where he'd be if 
he were not gay. These moments in 
the movie are truly heart wrenching 
as is the fact that Paul's homophobic 
mother, played by Morgan Fairchild, 
would rather let the world think that 
her son killed himself than admit that 
he was gay and was murdered. 

In the end, as in all good mystery 
novels, the killer is found and arrested, 
but not without several twists and 
turns. The gay themes in this may be 
tired to some, but are important within 
the community. This movie illustrates 
some of the struggles the gay commu¬ 
nity goes through, and also shows how 
important the support of friends and 
family can be. Shock to the System is 
worth the rental. 



Cloverfield: 

I was surprised by how much I ended up getting into this 
movie. I was nervous going in about the possibility of de¬ 
veloping motion sickness from the hand held camera footage 
(hello Blair Witch project). I got past those thoughts pretty 
early on, and never looked back. 

The main characters are all sexy, except for the one behind 
the camera, which is kind of ironic. He is the movie’s comic 
relief, and started annoying the crap out of me, but once the 
monster arrived. Captain Annoying faded into the background. 

The level of similarity between the footage of collapsing 
buildings and billowing dust traveling down the streets of 
Manhattan was eerily reminiscent of 9/11, and therefore 
evoked a certain innate dramatic tension. Using the Statue of 
Liberty's head as a bowling ball was a nice touch as well. 

We follow a group of twenty-something’s through all of this 
carnage and for all of their running, they always seem to be at 
the center of the action. It keeps the movie rolling along at a 
quick pace, and maintains a heightened level of tension. 

The scariest thing in the movie is not the giant monster, but 
the little dog sized creatures that plummet from it during its 
rampage. These creatures are very ugly, have large jaws, and 
poisonous venom. Our group of intrepid heroes, while negoti¬ 
ating the subway tunnels, run into a few of these little nasties, 
and the results reminded me of a Gremlin in a microwave. 

By the end of the story, the remaining heroes are trapped un¬ 
der a bridge in Central Park, waiting for the military to nuke 
the monster. They are saying their goodbyes to the camera 
when you hear a large explosion, and the camera cuts out. 

It is interesting to note that the home video footage that makes 
the movie was recorded onto a tape that already had a record¬ 
ing on it. Periodically this earlier footage peeps through and 
the movie ends with a segment 
of this older footage. Be sure to 
watch the upper right hand comer 
of the screen to see the only expla¬ 
nation given as to the origin of the 
creature. 

This movie succeeded in more 
areas than not. While not entire¬ 
ly believable, it was entertaining 
and definitely worth the rental. 

With the open ending, a sequel is 
sure to follow. I can’t wait!
